Bloomberg vs. the fizz 

New York City Mayor Bloomberg's 
decision to ban supersized sugary 
sodas has resurrected the age-old 
debate over the role of the state in 
protecting the public health.

Clark: no election certainties 



County Commissioner Sallie Clark sits in the comfortable living room 
of her bed and breakfast, Holden House, delicately balancing a cup 
of tea. She's attractive and disarming in private, with no hint of the steely 
determination that has sustained her long run in Colorado Springs politics. 

She's contested five elections and won three. She's been in a lot of fights 
— and now she's in another. This time her opponent is political novice 
Karen Magistrelli, who outpolled Clark at the Republican County Assem- 
bly. Magistrelli has top line in the mail primary ending June 26. 

"I was at a meeting the other day talking to [Sen.] Mark Udall," Clark 
says. "He asked me whether I had a primary opponent. He said that there 
are only two ways to run: unopposed and scared." 

While Republicans here and elsewhere have a certain tendency to eat their 
own, Clark's sudden unpopularity traces to her role in crafting the successful 

2010 "term limits" measure that has allowed her 

to seek a third term. Clark's hitherto-disorganized 
foes had long chafed under the leadership of Boss 
Sallie. Finally, they have a stick to beat her with. 

Is Clark scared? Few believe it. Her 15 -year 
career in politics has been characterized by a 
graceful fearlessness. She began in 1997 as a 
neighborhood activist fighting the proposed clo- 
sure of Fire Station 3, which serves the historic 
neighborhoods of Old Colorado City and the west 
side. She singlehandedly took on City Council, 
Mayor Mary Lou Makepeace and Fire Chief 
Manny Navarro. With the patient canniness that 
has characterized her since, Clark found that many firefighters opposed the 
closure, but Navarro had forbidden them from talking. Claiming that Navar- 
ro and Council were "muzzling" firefighters and playing politics with public 
safety, Clark forced her opponents into a no-win position. 

Riding her sudden notoriety, Clark ran for mayor in 1999, positioning herself 
as a conservative activist opposed to Makepeace's alleged heavy-handedness. 

Votes split three ways between Clark, Makepeace and ultra-conservative 
auto dealer Will Perkins. The conservative vote split, and Makepeace won 
with a plurality. "I was talking to Will some time ago," Clark said, "and he 
admitted that I would have won if he hadn't run." 

Undaunted, Clark ran for City Council in 2001, easily defeating incum- 
bent Linda Barley. In 2003, Clark ran again for mayor, joining Councilors 
Ted Eastburn, Jim Null and Lionel Rivera in the race for the term-lim- 
ited Makepeace's seat. Moderates and progressives split their votes three 
ways, and Rivera prevailed. Clark has no regrets . . . she says. 

"It's funny how you become good friends with former opponents," she 
said. "I loved Ted [who died two years ago], and Jim's a friend and a sup- 
porter." She doesn't mention Makepeace or Rivera. 

A year later, she ran for county commissioner, walloping local business- 
man Jack Gloriod. She's been there ever since. 

Clark quickly formed a productive partnership with fellow commis- 
sioners Dennis Hisey and Jim Bensberg. The three of them ran El Paso 
County for six years, shutting out Douglas Bruce and Wayne Williams 
from any leadership role. In her three years as chair, Clark icily muzzled 
the irascible Bruce, cutting him off in debate or refusing to recognize him. 
Clark found her signature issue in 2007. 

"Jim [Bensberg] told me to apply to the state child welfare allocation 
committee, which allocates money to counties to fund programs for abused 
and neglected children. I went to my first meeting, and I found that Den- 
ver's allocation was being raised by $4 million and we were being cut by 
$1.5 million. So I pounded the table — I couldn't believe it." 

Eventually, the funding wasn't just restored, but increased by $2.7 million. 

"I can't tell you how important that was, and how serious child abuse 
and neglect is in this county," Clark says. "It's funny — now I'm the senior 
person on that committee. And you know, I really feel that I found my pur- 
pose. Welling [Clark's husband] and I don't have any children, but I do feel 
that I was put here by God to do this work." 

And suppose the voters don't agree? 

"We'll see — but I don't take anything for granted. This is just the pri- 
mary, so if I win I'll have to take on [Democrat] John Morris." 
She pretends to be worried.

Plotting Utilities' future

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The Colorado Springs City Council, through its role as the Utilities 
Board, is dedicated to ensuring that our city has a vibrant, diverse and 
sustainable economy and our local utility remains a partner in helping 
Colorado Springs develop the most business-friendly environment of any 
city in America. 

Our community has undergone transformative changes in the past year. 
The Council/Mayor form of governance is allowing us more time to focus 
on Utilities in addition to our legislative role on behalf of citizens. As part 
of the board's role, we have held lengthy discussions on Colorado Springs 
Utilities governance and last month launched an effort to evaluate the 
future role of Martin Drake Power Plant. The board will discuss these mat- 
ters again at the June 20 board meeting. 

Recently, the board has received input concerning the scope and timing 
of the City Council/Utilities Board initiative on governance and the Drake 
plant. My fellow board members and I appreciate the many comments, and 
they will be included with other stakeholder feedback. All ratepayers are 
welcome to attend the monthly board meetings, a tremendous opportunity 
to learn more about Utilities operations and the important issues we face. 

As a reminder, the Utilities Board and City Council are elected by and 
completely accountable to the citizens of Colorado Springs and, per the 
City Charter, have full authority to direct Utilities operations. 

Through the years City Council has directed governance studies by 
appointing various groups to analyze how peer utilities are governed, 
explore the mechanics of how a board would be selected and operate, and 
to study the possibility of selling Utilities. 

More recently, the Utilities Policy Advisory Committee (UPAC) made 
specific recommendations as to a future governance model. Though well- 
intentioned, the recommendation tended to focus on which external entity, 
governing body or elected official has the authority to direct how Utilities 
operates, rather than addressing the fundamental issues outlined below. Rec- 
ommending an appointed board fails to recognize the lessons we are still 
learning from the recent Memorial Health System governance controversy. 

Today, our conversation is focused on answering the more relevant questions: 

• How does Utilities benefit the community and are there additional ben- 
efits that can be derived from community ownership? 

• Should Utilities be a funding source for the municipal government over 
and above the current $30 million-plus annually? 

• Are there compelling reasons to change the current authority? 
Until input on these questions is obtained, by a more comprehensive 

approach than a handful of people on a task force, we cannot make a respon- 
sible decision in the long-term best interests of all citizens and customers on 
the mechanics of governance or the potential costly relocation of a power plant. 

Concerning the Drake plant's future, we need to remember that the key 
to Utilities' competitive rates and reliability to date can be found in our 
ability to generate most electricity for the community at our local power 
plants and by keeping operating costs low through efficient operations. By 
operating our own generators, our community is not subject to expensive, 
long-term power supply contracts nor have we been exposed to the vagaries 
of wholesale electricity markets. 

However, in our quest to ensure that our city develops a supportive 
climate for business, last month we directed Utilities to lead the way by 
studying all aspects of closing Drake. This includes a technical and envi- 
ronmental analysis, gathering public input and preparing a forecast of 
potential economic development opportunities associated with removing 
the plant from downtown, as well as the impact of potentially higher rates 
with a decision to close the plant. 

Utilities provides essential service to every citizen in our community. We 
believe a comprehensive approach is needed to keep rates affordable and to 
ensure the benefit provided by owning Utilities is fully realized. 

The bottom line is that Utilities has competitive rates, high reliability 
and excellent customer service, all evidence of efficiencies gained and 
responsible management. And because of local control, our community can 
have a conversation about our power plant's future and not be held to the 
whims of non-local owners. 

My colleagues on City Council and I invite you to participate as we dis- 
cuss these important issues and the long-term viability of our community.

Challenge for United Way 



It's not too late 
to do something 
about it. 



Throughout the city, dozens of nonprofits have suffered in varying 
degrees for the past few weeks, since the day they received The Letter. 
They knew The Letter was coming, with the news of what their 2012 
grants would be from Pikes Peak United Way to help them provide "safety 
net services" for disadvantaged, disabled and otherwise underprivileged 
residents of El Paso County 

They also knew the allocations from United Way wouldn't be as much 
as they had received the past two years. Months ago, United Way's leader- 
ship decided to broaden its Community Fund recipients, targeting an effort 
called "Success by 6" aimed at helping preschool children learn to read and 
be ready for public education. 

Because United Way wanted to embrace Success by 6, it had informed 
those "safety net" nonprofits to expect a reduction, generally assumed to 
be in the range of 25 percent. Despite budgeting accordingly, though, some 
agencies took a much deeper hit — while being told in The Letter that their 
programs were as legitimate as ever. 

Some examples: Partners in Housing, total of its programs cut from 
$94,000 to $33,226; Early Intervention Program, The Resource Exchange, 

from $81,255 to $34,943; Triple Play 

Youth Development, Boys & Girls Club, 
$150,000 to $25,479; Foster Care Services, 
Lutheran Family Services, from $30,000 
to $16,617; Children's Nutrition Initiative, 
Care and Share Food Bank for Southern 
Colorado, from $55,000 to $39,736; Resi- 
dential Healthcare, Cheyenne Village, from 
$115,000 to $45,318; Case Management, 
Silver Key Senior Services, from $27,000 to $10,594; STAR Program, 
LULAC National Education Service Center, from $22,552 to $3,420. 

(For the sake of transparency, I must disclose here that I'm the current 
board president of Cheyenne Village, which provides housing and services 
for adults with disabilities. I also have been a longtime supporter of United 
Way, here and elsewhere, helping with fund allocations for campaigns in 
Texas and Florida.) 

Yes, this has been a big blow to Cheyenne Village, a totally local orga- 
nization started by parents in 1971. But this is a bigger issue than just one 
nonprofit enduring a difficult stretch with tight resources. 

Lots of other nonprofits are feeling a little (or a lot) betrayed by United 
Way, and they're asking questions. 

They're wondering why United Way gave no warning that the "safety 
net" agencies as a whole would be cut more than 50 percent, from $2 mil- 
lion a year in 2010 and 2011 to $990,000 in 2012. They're wondering why 
the local United Way spent more than $300,000 buying a building adjacent 
to its office and turning it into a parking lot. 

They don't understand why the United Way decided to keep $750,000 in 
reserves for tough times, when current circumstances qualify as truly dif- 
ficult. They'd like a better explanation why the local United Way would cut 
so deeply into the heart of its primary beneficiaries for decades, applying 
new standards in the final analysis that weren't publicized previously. And 
they're skeptical as to why United Way leaped so totally into Success by 6 
with limited money instead of developing that funding stream in phases. 

To me, and to many others with years of United Way support and 
involvement, Pikes Peak United Way made some questionable moves in the 
past year: stretching itself too thin, eroding its commitment to help partner 
agencies, losing sight of long-established priorities as it embraced a new 
cause, spending so much to create that parking lot, refusing to use reserve 
funds to help make it through a tough year, and worst of all, treading dan- 
gerously toward losing its relevancy to the community as a whole. 

Actually, it's not too late to do something about it. With grants due to be 
funded this month, Pikes Peak United Way could — make that should — 



decide to dip into its reserve funds and replenish some of the more drastic 
cuts, so that no deserving program takes a cut of more than 25 to 33 percent. 

It will take strong leadership, and humility, for Pikes Peak United Way 
to admit the error of its ways and do something about it, by rectifying a 
potentially damaging misstep. 

There's still a chance for United Way to take the right path. Its future 
credibility could depend on it.

Cold beauty 

Trailer park demands expensive landscaping changes from 



elderly residents

While neither upscale nor new, the 
Quail Hill Mobile Home Com- 
munity, off Galley Road on the city's 
east side, is certainly pleasant on a 
summer afternoon. 

Most residents are 55 and older, and 
have long since dispensed with the 
demands of jobs and children. Thus, 
their little yards are neat; their single - 
and doublewides tidy on the develop- 
ment's roughly 550 lots. 

Darcy Marquis, a widowed 59 -year- 
old part-time teacher, is relaxing on 
her porch, her short auburn hair and 
cat-patterned skirt catching the breeze. 
A fresh pitcher of fruit-flavored green 
tea is on her patio table, which is sur- 
rounded by gnomes, animal sculptures, 
knickknacks and clanging windchimes. 
An easel holds a nearly finished paint- 
ing of a brightly hued tiger ringed 
by blooms. In her little yard, some 
rather strained-looking rose bushes are 
tucked in fresh mulch, surrounded by 
pale rock. 

A sedan slowly pulls up, and an 
older neighbor steps out. Marquis 
seems tickled to see him, but as the 
conversation drags, her cheerful 
expression fades. 

More eviction notices have been 
tacked to neighbors' doors, the man 
says. 

Since receiving her own notice a 
month ago, Marquis has worked hard 
to avoid eviction. She's ripped up most 
of her dozens of cherished rose bushes, 
and transplanted others. She's covered 
a mural of flowers and animals she'd 
painted on a wall of her trailer. And 
she's paid $6,000 to have rock laid in 
her yard, with money borrowed from 
her elderly father. 

Those changes represent just a few 
of many that Quail Hill's owner, Cali- 
fornia attorney and property manager 



Harvey Miller, has required of some 
residents. 

It's about all the residents seem to 
talk about anymore. 

Turning to leave, Marquis' neighbor 
stops and turns to her. 

"You doin' OK?" he asks with gentle 
concern. 

"I'm really upset about the mural, I 
didn't think it would affect me the way 
it did," Marquis replies. "But it has. 
And, like I said, I still don't know if 
I'm being evicted. I've done everything 
they've asked." 

A sudden change 

There's no question that mobile 
home parks like Quail Hill have the 
right to demand residents do routine 
maintenance, and threaten eviction if 
they don't follow through — which is 
all Miller says he's doing. But residents 
say management is demanding much 
more than a little tidiness; instead 
dictating the tiniest details of their 
landscape and threatening them if they 
don't comply. Such a scenario is ques- 
tionably legal. 

Not long ago, Quail Hill resident 
Tina Scharron, 72, and her husband 
received a notice. As did their adult 
daughter, who lives in a tidy-looking 
trailer. Scharron hopes she and her 
husband can stay, but their daughter 
likely will move to avoid eviction. 

"It's not good; it makes us feel very 
insecure," Scharron says. "And it's 
hard on us because we have to go out 
and buy the paint and do the work our- 
selves, because we can't afford to hire 
someone." 

The park rules only list general 
"landscaping" requirements, but Mar- 
quis and others say management's 
demands have been much more spe- 
cific. Marquis says one neighbor was 



forced to paint a blue house 
in "earth tones;" another 
was instructed to mow down 
bushes because they had spi- 
ders. Others, like Marquis, 
say they have been asked to 
install rock or sod. Marquis' 
"English garden," included 
bushes planted more than a 
decade ago. 

The rash of notices has 
some whispering of a racket, espe- 
cially since management has offered 
to install rock for residents at a lower 
cost. 

Reached by phone, Miller agreed to 
issue a statement to the Independent 
via e-mail. 

"The Quail Hill Mobile Home Park 
is trying to improve the appearance of 
the Park," his e-mail reads. "A small 
number of tenants have failed to main- 
tain their yards and the exterior of 
their homes. We have given out notices 
to those tenants. If any of those ten- 
ants have extenuating circumstances, 
such as financial hardship, illness, or 
are elderly, we will work with them 
to come up with a reasonable solu- 
tion. ... We only want tenants to have 
a clean, neat and well maintained yard 
and home. ... If any tenant has ques- 
tions about any notices that they were 
given, they should contact the on site 
manager." 

Marquis, however, says many of 
those with notices, herself included, 
have tried to work with management 
and been rebuffed. 

One neighbor, Rita Hagedorn, is in 
her 80s and has been in a care facility 
for the past year since losing a leg to 
diabetes. 

Though neighbors say they protested 
to management on Hagedorn's behalf, 
she too got a notice.

Questionable legality 

Colorado's Mobile Home Park Act 
is murky as to whether the actions at 
Quail Hill are legally justifiable — even 
if the neighbors' extreme description is 
accurate. At one point, the law states a 
landowner can change written rules and 
regulations unilaterally. Residents get 
30 days' notice to meet new require- 
ments and 60 days before an eviction. 
Quail Hill has provided such notices. 

But the same law later says landlords 
can require cleanliness and routine lot 
maintenance, but not "major landscap- 
ing projects." State officials could not 
provide guidance on interpreting the 
law. 

But local mobile home park workers 
say that while requiring routine main- 
tenance is typical, it's highly unusual 
to make specific demands such as 
installation of rock or sod. Rich Smith, 
a maintenance worker at Holiday 
Village on Sinton Road, says, "We 
basically tell our residents whether 
you want rock or native grass or rose 
bushes, it's up to them." 

Margery Young, manager of Al 
Mobile Village near West Cimarron 
Street, says, "Our owner owns seven 
parks between Denver, here and Pueb- 
lo, and I've never heard of anything 
like that."

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'Health care powerhouse' 

Memorial still investing in itself even as city negotiates lease for voter approval

As campaigns gear up to support 
or oppose leasing city-owned 
Memorial Health System, Memorial 
is acting as though there might not be 
a change. 

Its leaders are on course to spend 
up to $35 million this year on capi- 
tal investments that, if the lease is 
approved by voters Aug. 28, will be 
turned over to its new partner Univer- 
sity of Colorado Health to operate. 

Memorial interim CEO Mike Scial- 
done says the spending is intended "to 
make sure we're growing the service 
in the community and competing." 



pumps for IVs, among other things. 

The whole point, according to 
Scialdone, is to show that Memorial 
isn't sitting on its hands and waiting 
for the UCH deal to go through. 

Because it might not. 

A firm foundation 

City Council members and Mayor 
Steve Bach call the proposed lease 
a home run, but a dispute simmered 
last week over who would control 
the proceeds from the 40-year lease. 
Bach reportedly told the Gazette last 
week he would "actively oppose" the 

ballot mea- 
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"The main urgency," Scialdone 
adds, "is we think it's needed to 
maintain our quality of care and our 
strategic edge in the market." 

One major purchase is the da Vinci 
Surgical System, a $2 million robot 
that "enables surgeons to perform del- 
icate and complex operations through 
a few tiny incisions with increased 
vision, precision, dexterity and con- 
trol," the manufacturer boasts. 

Memorial's chief competitors, St. 
Francis Medical Center and Penrose 
Hospital, both owned by Centura 
Health, have had da Vinci robots 
since 2011 and 2008, respectively. 

Scialdone says Memorial finally 
ordered one, due for delivery this 
summer, after physicians told Memo- 
rial they'd prefer to do procedures 
there — but Memorial lacks compa- 
rable technology. 

UCH spokesman Dan Weaver says 
UCH supports Memorial buying the da 
Vinci and other additions, including a 
$2.1 million positron emission tomogra- 
phy (PET) scanner, replacing monitors 
in patient rooms, the operating room 
and cardiology unit; tissue processors 
and analyzers for the lab, and infusion

with Council 
regarding the 
foundation's 
makeup. 

Who's in 
charge is key, 
because the 
city expects to 
receive nearly 
$260 million 
up front as well as monthly payments 
totaling at least $5.6 million a year. 
Moreover, the city would face no 
restrictions on spending the money 
under the Colorado Hospital Transfer 
Act, City Attorney Chris Melcher 
says, giving the city "maximum flex- 
ibility." 

Bach and Councilor Merv Bennett 
say their goal is to prevent a repeat 
of Memorial's former board to give 
outgoing CEO Dr. Larry McEvoy a 
$1.15 million severance payout, which 
Council opposed but couldn't stop. 

Bennett says the mayor and Council 
don't want the foundation's board to 
have complete autonomy, which would 
set the stage for another McEvoy deba- 
cle. But that issue won't undermine 
ballot measure support, Bennett says, 
adding: "You will see the mayor and 
City Council working together." Also, 
several councilors have said they want 
to spend the money on "wellness," lib- 
erally construed. 

Former Councilor and libertarian 
activist Sean Paige predicts voters 
will expect to see a plan for spending 
the money to assure it won't be squan- 
dered, but it's unclear whether that 



will happen in the next 60 days. Even 
if it does, exactly how much money 
shakes out for the city is still unclear. 

City keeps liability 

Taxpayer liability was the chief 
reason the city launched its effort to 
get out of the health care business. 
Although Melcher said in February 
that UCH "seems comfortable" taking 
over Memorial's liabilities, that won't 
happen. That means city taxpayers are 
on the hook for at least five years in 
key areas: debt, malpractice, Medi- 
care reimbursement errors or fraud, 
and how much is owed, if any, to the 
Public Employees' Retirement Asso- 
ciation to cover some 5,000 Memo- 
rial workers, who would leave PERA 
when they become UCH employees. 

That's why the lease requires the 
city to retain $50 million of the $74 
million up-front payment for three 
years — to cover malpractice and 
Medicare liabilities — and $25 mil- 
lion in the fourth and fifth years. 

As for PERA, the city will get $185 
million to solve that problem. Melcher 
borrows from former CEO McEvoy's 
Aug. 17, 2011, letter to PERA when he 
asserts the city would owe PERA noth- 
ing, just as it paid nothing to PERA 
toward the retirement accounts of 
employees laid off during hard times 
in recent years. Whatever the city 
retains below the $185 million would 
go into the foundation, Melcher says. 

The city also would get enough 
cash to retire Memorial's bond debt, 
estimated at roughly $329 million to 
$359 million. Again, any leftovers 
would go to the foundation, and 
Melcher predicts the extra would run 
into the millions. 

A new board 

The deal means Memorial would 
become part of UCH, but there would 
be no seat on the UCH board held by 
a Memorial representative. 

Oversight of local Memorial 
operations would be handled by an 
11-member board — four appointed 
by UCH and seven who must have 
lived in El Paso County for at least 
a year and would be nominated by a 
Joint Nominating Committee consist- 
ing of three people appointed by the 
city and three by UCH. 

Melcher called that composition "a 
tremendous benefit for our commu- 
nity," but UCH clearly is in the driver's 
seat, because the nominating commit- 
tee's nominees would require approval 
of UCH's other four board members, 
according to lease provisions. 

Also, UCH wants to assure both 
the nominating committee and the 
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new board oper- 
ate in secret. The 
lease states that 
both panels cannot 
contain individuals 
who would cause 
either panel to be 
subject to the Colo- 
rado Open Meetings 
Law, i.e., multiple 
elected officials 
from the same gov- 
erning body. 

The new Memorial would operate as 
a nonprofit, meaning its meetings and 
records wouldn't be open to the public, 
although it would have to file a Form 990 
annually with the IRS, disclosing some 
financial information. 

Another provision that might raise eye- 
brows is UCH's unquantifiable vow to 
maintain the same level of charity care cur- 
rently provided by Memorial, Melcher says. 
"UCH wouldn't agree to a dollar figure," he 
says, and the lease contains no method of 
measuring its charity care support. 

The lease calls for UCH to provide 
annual reports to the community, which 
would include what programs are added 
or subtracted, quality of care as measured 
by patient/employee/physician satisfaction 
scores, and "audited financial statements." 

But UCH won't provide certain "confi- 
dential or competitively sensitive informa- 
tion," even to city representatives, if there 
is a risk the information could be consid- 
ered "public records" subject to disclosure 
under the Colorado Open Records Act. 

Who was at the table 

Back in February, Melcher outlined 
goals for the negotiations, for which 
the city hired the law firm of Fulbright 
& Jaworski at $395 per hour. The firm 
called in experts from St. Louis, Chicago, 
Houston, Milwaukee and Washington, 
D.C., Melcher said. 

Yet, the city achieved only one of the 
goals Melcher outlined for the In dy in 
February — to get UCH to pay the city's 
legal bills and the special election tab, a 
total expected to top $1 million. 

UCH refused to solve the PERA dilem- 
ma, refused to increase the $74 million 
annual payment, refused to give Memorial 
or the city a seat on the UCH board and 
refused to assume Memorial's liabilities. 

But then, the city was up against some 
tough negotiators. UCH was represented 
by Hogan Lovells, an international law 
firm with offices in Denver and Colorado 
Springs with 36 attorneys who worked on 
the lease in behalf of UCH, records show. 

It's the same firm that gave legal advice 
to Mayor Steve Bach's campaign, for which 
it was paid nearly $20,000 both during and 
after Bach was elected in May 2011. 

From September through April, the

Melcher seems comfortable with the 
arrangement, noting Hogan Lovells' work 
for UCH during an interview last week. 
He says the city asked Hogan Lovells to 
create a "firewall" to assure separation of 
city and UCH matters and that the mayor 
and several council members, like him, 
felt comfortable with the arrangement. 

Campaign coming 

Monday, Melcher presented the lease to 
Council, saying the agreement would lead 
to a "regional powerhouse in health care." 
Council is expected to approve the lease 
June 26, setting the stage for the August 
28 election. 

UCH's CEO Bruce Schroffel added, 
"Let me emphatically state we're ready. 
It's important we open this new chapter 
October 1." 

So far, campaigning hasn't gotten off 
the ground. A group called "Great City. 
Great Care," formed May 3 to support 
the lease, involves Stephannie Finley, a 
former Chamber official who recently 
took a job at the University of Colorado at 
Colorado Springs. 

"We are assembling Colorado Springs' 
strongest leaders and civic organizations 
into a coalition that will launch a cam- 
paign once Council places the issue onto 
the ballot," Finley says in an e-mail. 

Neither UCH nor Memorial will be 
involved in the campaign due to legal 
restrictions. HCA-HealthOne, the for- 
profit hospital giant that offered $500 
million to lease Memorial, declined to 
say whether it would actively support 
or oppose the ballot measure, saying it 
would make a decision based on "what's 
in the best interest of patients."

Prelude to a sale 



Before news of an ownership change, Gazette pulls back on sponsorships after years of supporting groups, events

Eight years ago, the Gazette began 
sponsoring the Pikes Peak Arts 
Festival and has faithfully supported 
it ever since with printed materials 
and advertisements to promote the 
event. But recently, the newspaper 
abruptly pulled out — just weeks 
before this year's festival kicks off 
later this month. 

The same thing happened to the 
Colorado Springs Conservatory when 
the Gazette backed out of that spon- 
sorship. 

"I had to explain to sponsors that 
I wasn't able to fulfill the obligation 
that I had made to include their logos 
in print in the Gazette," says executive 
director Linda Weise. 
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Those and other affected agencies 
don't blame the local Gazette folks, 
though. They say the decision to cancel 
donated ad space to nonprofits and 
other community support came from 
the Gazette's owner, Freedom Commu- 
nications, based in Irvine, Calif. 

Monday, the picture became clearer 
when Freedom announced its remain- 
ing properties — including the Gazette 
— would merge with a Massachusetts 
company that's been trying to acquire 
other newspapers. 

No terms were disclosed for the deal, 
which will close in about a month. 

Gazette interim publisher Gene Carr, 
asked by e-mail and phone to explain 
the sponsorship pullbacks, has been in 
McAllen, Texas, where he's publisher 
of another Freedom paper in the pro- 
cess of being sold. Carr didn't respond. 

According to a May 24 e-mail sent 
by Gazette marketing manager Rudy 



Vasquez to Stargazers Theatre and 
Event Center, it looks like the newspa- 
per's charitable giving has dried up. 

"Sorry to tell you this but they have 
put a freeze on sponsorships here for 
now," Vasquez wrote. "I can't help you 
promote the free Fridays past June 1. 
I hope this is temporary but for now I 
am stuck." 

Paper profits 

Freedom confirmed it's being 
acquired by 2100 Trust LLC in a 
merger with a 2100 Trust subsidiary, 
which tried unsuccessfully to buy the 
Boston Globe in 2010, then earlier this 
year tried and failed to acquire papers 
in Maine. 

Besides the Gazette, 
the Freedom properties 
involved in the merger 
include five California 
papers, including 
the Orange County 
Register, longtime 
flagship of the 
company, and 
digital properties, 
Freedom said in a 
release.

ing service that has been our hall- 
mark," Freedom's CEO Mitchell Stern 
said in the release. "Our employees 
will be able to continue the community 
journalism at which they so excel." 

Aaron Kushner, 2100 Trust's CEO, 
said in the release, "We couldn't be 
more pleased with the opportunity to 
lead the hard-working and talented 
employees of Freedom Communica- 
tions in serving these communities. 
We believe that newspapers are essen- 
tial to the fabric of our lives and are 
excited to own and grow these unique 
institutions." 

The merger caps the demise of 
Freedom, which had been selling its 
newspapers across the country at a 
rapid pace in recent months. The com- 
pany emerged from bankruptcy in 2010 
under the control of hedge-fund man- 
agers and still coping with some $300 
million in debt. It recently sold newspa- 



pers in Texas, North Carolina, Florida, 
New Mexico, Ohio and Indiana, and 
in April shed eight television stations, 
saying in a press release the sale "leaves 
Freedom essentially debt free." 

The Gazette's defaulting on prom- 
ises to nonprofits stands in sharp con- 
trast to its long history of community 
participation. 

In the mid- 
1990s, the news- 
paper combined 
with Freedom to 
give $1.25 million 
toward construc- 
tion of the World 
Arena. For 28 
years, the Gazette 
has sponsored the 
Empty Stocking 
Fund, which helps 
14 local charities 

through a partnership with El Pomar 
Foundation; last year, $1,143,744 was 
raised. 

The newspaper provided other com- 
munity sponsorships as well, including 
free or reduced-price ad space, print- 
ing and cash for nonprofits and other 
events. 

In recognition of all that, the Gazette 
received the 2009 philanthropy award 
from the Greater Colorado Springs 
Chamber of Commerce and the Cul- 
tural Office of the Pikes Peak Region's 
(COPPeR) Business & Arts Awards. 

Ironically, the Gazette now has can- 
celed its agreement to print the Cham- 
ber's newsletter. 

Bad timing 

Weise was busy putting final touches 
on Fiddler on the Roof when, the day 
before Memorial Day weekend, she got 
the bad news. 

"There was a mandate issued they 
would not be able to honor any con- 
tracts for donated ad space," Weise 
reports. "It was kind of ironic when 
you just come out of a meeting with 
several business partners and board 
members, who said, 'It's so great to see 
the Gazette do this. I spend so much 
money with them.' Less than an hour 
later I get the message." 

The timing was particularly bad 
because Fiddler opened just two weeks 
later (June 8). Weise says not being 
able to get a break on Gazette advertis- 
ing might have hurt ticket sales, but 
adds, "I have no ill feelings. There are 
powers beyond the four walls where 
they live." 

For Marica Hefti, organizer of 
Pikes Peak Arts Festival, losing the 
newspaper's sponsorship means the 
loss of six quarter-page ads and a

"nice pullout" special section the 
week before the festival opens June 
30. "It was worth $10,000, what they 
gave us," she says. "I'm grateful to the 
Gazette and all the fine people there. 
They have treated us well." 

Based on her discussion with 
Gazette Charities director Liz Den- 

son, Hefti blames 

Freedom, saying, 
"Because cor- 
porate made the 
decision that they 
are trying to sell, 
I have a hunch 
they want to get to 
a healthy bottom 
line." 

Hefti and oth- 
ers have been told 
the Gazette's news 
department will 
help fill the gap by doing news stories 
about the events. "That's the right 
thing to do," she says. 

Still hope 

Not everyone has given up on 
the newspaper's generosity. Connie 
Brachtenbach, executive director of 
TESSA, says the Gazette won't spon- 
sor TESSA's major fundraiser, Pasta 
in the Park, on Aug. 11, but she hopes 
it will buy a table or provide reduced- 
cost or free ads. 

While several wondered if the 
Gazette pullbacks might signal an 
imminent sale, that wasn't the pattern 
in McAllen, Texas, where Freedom is 
selling The Monitor. That paper made 
no apparent changes in community 
support before the sale, says Thelma 
Garza, who heads the United Way of 
South Texas in McAllen. 

"It did not happen to us, and we 
have not heard of it happening with 
any of our partnering agencies," 
Garza says. "The Monitor has always 
been extremely supportive of our 
United Way, not just with money but 
with volunteers. We've had a really 
good partnership with our paper, and 
I hope nothing changes, because we 
count on it." 

The same is true for the Northwest 
Florida Daily News, another Freedom 
paper being sold, United Way of Oka- 
loosa/Walton president and CEO Bill 
Robinson says in an e-mail. 

"We are not aware of any 'pullback 
in giving,'" he says. 

A Freedom spokesman said he 
didn't know whether the new owners 
would resume the Gazette's philan- 
thropic activity.

The county jail's medical policy leaves some local police officers frustrated

Edward Bodigheimer found himself 
stuck in a bottleneck, sitting with 
two cops in the emergency room at 
Memorial Hospital. 



For Bodigheimer, who doesn't have 
insurance, this amounted to a costly 
add-on penalty. 

For the CSPD patrol officers, it

He had just been picked up at the 
scene of a traffic accident and arrested 
by Colorado Springs police. He had 
been driving under restraint, his 
license having been revoked, when he 
failed to stop at a stop sign and a pick- 
up truck plowed into his passenger side 
door. 

Despite his protests that he wasn't 
hurt, Bodigheimer and the CSPD offi- 
cers who arrested him waited more 
than two hours in the ER. His blood 
pressure was taken; a doctor finally 
asked him a few questions, pinched his 
stomach, and sent him on his way. 

When he was booked in the county 
jail, he says, he went through a nearly 
identical screening. 

A week later he received the ER 
bills for the unwanted medical atten- 
tion: $1,042. 



meant two hours spent idling at a hos- 
pital. 

"The officers weren't happy 
about waiting around, either," says 
Bodigheimer, "but there's nothing they 
can do about it. It's a policy of the 
sheriff's office." 

Protecting the taxpayer 

Before detainees can be booked into 
the county jail, they are asked if they 
have been in a traffic accident within 
the past 24 hours. If the answer is yes, 
the officers who placed the individual 
under arrest must take the detainee to 
the hospital for a medical clearance. 

"We might pick the guy up 10 hours 
after the accident," says Pat Rigdon, a 
CSPD commander. "It's a real tough deal. 
El Paso County is sympathetic to it, and 
understands that it creates a backlog." 
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But, he adds, time spent at the hos- 
pital can be "absolutely frustrating" for 
officers. 

Not every county jail has this blan- 
ket policy. Pueblo and Arapahoe coun- 
ties leave the decision of who gets sent 
to the hospital to the medical staff, 
either at the scene of the accident, or at 
the jail's intake. El Paso is not flexible. 

"This policy has been in effect for 
many years," says El Paso County 
Under sheriff Paula Presley. "We 
were having issues with people being 
brought into our facility who had been 
involved in traffic crashes and had 
head trauma." 

One individual, she says, was recog- 
nized as suffering from a head injury 
after being brought into the ward, and 
was rushed to the hospital. "Actually, we 
had a couple pretty close calls," she says. 

Presley points out that people 
involved in a crash might not know 
they've been injured. 

"That's why we have the policy that 
we do," she says. "We have an obliga- 
tion to the taxpayers to not recklessly 
expose them to liability, through viola- 
tion of constitutional rights." 

Rigdon understands, he says, but he 
also knows how his officers feel about 
cooling their heels in a hospital wait- 
ing room, knowing they're needed on 
the streets. 

When it's pointed out to Rigdon 
that officers vented about the issue to 
someone they had arrested, he says, "I 
think that shows the workload on these 
officers." 

Not going away 

"Maybe everybody needs to come 
to the table," says Rigdon, "and try to 
work out a solution." 

Mike Haley, with the Fountain 
police department, would like to see 
that happen as well. 



"The frustration is there. Every 
agency in El Paso County, and that 
includes federal agencies, would have 
to comply with the medical clearance 
if it is requested by the jail staff," 
Haley says. "It might just be the time 
to bring the agencies together to dis- 
cuss this." 

One possible solution, he says, might 
come from his personal experience as 
a Springs PD reserve officer. 

"In the early '90s, the Colorado 
Springs police would have a reserve 
officer work Memorial ER, to handle 
whatever police issues that came up at 
the time," he says. "They could have 
that officer take the suspect into cus- 
tody, and get the patrol officer back on 
the road, and then make the transport 
themselves." 

That might work, though Haley real- 
izes issues like funding would have to 
be ironed out. 

While Laura Rogers, director of 
emergency services for Memorial Health 
System, says the hospital views law 
enforcement as colleagues, medical con- 
siderations will always trump an officer's 
need to get back on the street. 

"The seriously ill or injured will get 
seen before a police officer and his 
arrestee," Rogers says, "but we will 
take a police officer and the patient 
that he's got before the non-sick ones." 

"Our challenge is that we have a lot 
of really sick people who come in," 
she says, a daily average of nearly 300 
people. According to data provided by 
Rogers that covers a 13 -year period, 
that number has been on a steady 
incline. 

However, she says, if agencies want 
to discuss expediting the process, "I 
would be open to talking to any law 
enforcement leadership."

City helps clean up 

After a June 6 hailstorm, Mayor Steve 
Bach called a news conference to talk 
about immediate impacts and long-term 
solutions. He hopesto put more dollars into 
stormwater maintenance and upgrades. 

Bach says the city might have a $7 
million surplus by the end of 2012, and he 
hopes to use it for stormwater. Bach says 
the city and Utilities should produce$15to 
$20 million annually for stormwater. 

Meanwhile, residents of hard-hit homes 
and properties continueto clean up,andthe 
city is partnering with Waste Management 
and Waste Connections of Colorado. The 
companies will discount rates to county 
residents needing storm-related debris 
hauled away — $20 for loads up to 5 cubic 
yards until June 15. No roofing materials or 
appliances will be accepted. 

To qualify, citizens need vouchers that 
can be picked up with proof of residence at 
the county Department of Transportation, 
any fire station or police substation, 
Fire Department headquarters, Police 
Operations Center, City Hall and the City 
Administration Building. — JAS 

Looper's son outed 

There's a lot of collateral damage during 
election season. In the case of state Rep. 
Marsha Looper, it's her son. 

Looper, in a tight, nasty primary in 
House District 19 against Majority Leader 
Amy Stephens, helped kill the civil unions 
bill in the Legislature. In the days before 
that outcome, she called civil unions a 
"dangerous step of redefining marriage." 

As many later learned, Looper's son 
is gay. But Stephens didn't publicize 
Looper's son's orientation. Looper's own 
campaign manager, Lana Fore-Warkocz, 
forwarded an e-mail trumpeting her 
boss' vote: "God is truly to be praised 
for Marsha Looper because she also 
has a homosexual son." The outing has 
received national attention, especially 
among media catering to a homosexual 
audience. 

Looper isn't pleased, writing in a 
press release: "I am disappointed that my 
campaign managerforwarded an emailthat 
would include any member of myfamily in a 
policy discussion." — CH 

Daly, group seek reform 

Thanks to Republicans like former U.S. 
Rep.TomTancredo and Sen. John McCain, 
most Americans view the conservative 
stance on immigration to be militant. Some 
conservatives are looking to change that. 

The newly formed Evangelical 
Immigration Table, to which Focus on the 
Family president Jim Daly of Colorado 
Springs is a signatory, is calling for 
immigration reform that "establishes a 
path toward legal status and/or citizenship 
for those who qualify and who wish to 
become permanent residents." 

A statement from the EIT's website: "Our 
national immigration laws have created 



a moral, economic and political crisis in 
America. Initiatives to remedy this crisis 
have led to polarization and name calling 
in which opponents have misrepresented 
each other's positions as open borders 
and amnesty versus deportations of 
millions. This false choice has led to an 
unacceptable political stalemate at the 
federal level at a tragic human cost."

Police intervention has nudged many 
into programs and shelters. The homeless 
still have an obvious presence in shopping 
centers and commercial areas, where 
they crowd curbs and street corners with 
ragged cardboard signs. 

Despite appearances, the homeless 
population in Colorado Springs has 
continued to increase. According to an 
annual federal survey, there are 1,127 
homeless people in the county. Since 
2006, the count has only been higher in 
2009 and 2010. — JAS

Campaign finance reports filed last 
week show Sallie Clark as the leading 
fund-raiser among county commissioner 
candidates. Seeking her third term, she 
hauled in $22,249. Her primary opponent, 
Karen Magistrelli, raised just $8,900. 

Dennis Hisey, also seeking a third 
term, reported $11,654 in contributions, 
nearly twice that of GOP foe Auddie 
Cox, who drew $6,330 in contributions. 
Commissioner Amy Lathen, seeking her 
second term with no primary opponent, 
raised $13,365. — PZ

Author and celebrity chef Anthony Bourdain, per- 
haps best known for his No Reservations book and 
Emmy-nominated television show, knows what he likes, 
and what he doesn't.

Just last 
month, controversy reared again over Bourdain's com- 
ments about fellow Food Network star Paula Deen, who 
announced in January that she has Type 2 diabetes and 
had signed a deal to endorse a diabetes drug. "Thinking 
of getting into the leg-breaking business, so I can profit- 
ably sell crutches later," Bourdain posted on Twitter. 

So when Bourdain says in a phone interview 
from his home in New York City that he and his co- 
author Joel Rose are "over the moon" about the art- 
work done for their debut graphic novel, Get Jiro, 
you can't not believe him. 

Bourdain and Rose went into this project with 
particular requirements. 

"Of tantamount importance was, it's gotta be gor- 
geous," Bourdain says. "We like beautiful artwork. We 
insisted on nothing but that. I mean, if we didn't get the 
artist we wanted, there was going to be no point in the 
enterprise at all. I'd rather not do the project. 

"We sure didn't need to do this for the money," he 
adds. "We did it because it's like, a super-cool, fun 
thing to do. And as it turned out, we got what we 
wanted, which was to hold a really beautiful object — a 
beautiful, handcrafted, full-color object — in our hands. 
And that's, very greatly, almost entirely, the work of 
Langdon. We could not have hoped for better." 

That "Langdon" he refers to? Colorado Springs' 
own Langdon Foss. 

The road to this 154-page graphic novel assign- 
ment has been a long one for the Colorado-raised 
Foss. After focusing on art and Asian studies at Col- 
orado College, the 1995 graduate travelled to Asia, 
then returned to the Springs to pursue a career in art. 



He submitted a portfolio to one of the kings of 
the industry, DC Comics, and as he waited for a 
call back, kept himself busy working as a graphic 
designer for advertising agencies; doing spot illustra- 
tions for fantasy novels, magazines and role -play ing- 
game companies such as Wizards of the Coast and 
White Wolf Games; and designing plastic figures for 
Star Wars games. (He also did Alice in Wonderland- 
type cartoons for NATO training manuals, a gig 
secured through a friend of his brother's who works 
for the intergovernmental organization.) 

Every six months or so, he'd call DC Comics 
to check on his file, because drawing comics was 
always what he really wanted to do. He says they'd 
tell him, "Langdon, we're waiting for the right proj- 
ect for you." But after seven or eight years, it was 
disheartening. 

"After a while," he says, "you start to think, 
'Yeah, it's easier to say that than just, "Langdon we 
don't want you.'" 

And then about two years ago, the phone rang. 

"Perseverance paid off," the 39-year-old says. "And 
yeah, I think this is going to be my career for the next 
couple of decades. That's what I would like." 

In many ways, with Foss' experience in Japan 
and his detail-obsessed personality, the project DC 
offered was exactly the "right project." 

Per the marketing campaign, Get Jiro is a blend of 
Eat, Drink, Man, Woman; Oishinbo; and The Good 
The Bad and The Ugly. Per Bourdain, a big fan of 
classic Japanese Samarai films, it's the story of a ren- 
egade (and righteous) sushi chef "for whom disrespect 
of his hard work or his product is unbearable." 

Bourdain says he knew he wanted something 
intensely foodie, with all the details right. Perhaps 
even more so, he wanted something "that was gonna 
be really, really violent. ... I remember when I was 
young, in the underground and even in the regular 
comics, the more blood, the better." 



Similar, in fact, to the Japanese series he discov- 
ered as an adult. 

"I ran into the manga series, Oishinbo, which are 
really detailed, sort of, super-nerdly foodie Japanese 
manga. And I thought, 'Wow, if I could do some- 
thing really violent and yet this accurate about the 
sourcing and preparation of food, that would be 
really cool.'" 

And so that's what he and Rose, a former DC 
Comics editor, did. They placed a brilliant young 
sushi chef in a slightly futuristic Los Angeles domi- 
nated by food culture, and controlled by gangs of 
chefs. ("I think it's Bourdain's heaven and hell all 
rolled into one," Foss says with a laugh.) 

Because Jiro is a prodigy and an amazing fighter, 
each of the two gang leaders, Bob and Rose, wants 
him on their side. 

"Bob definitely seems a lot like Bourdain," Foss 
says. "He's the international meat-eater. He'll stuff 
cream down a goose's neck for months just to get 
to its liver. And Rose, she's all about the eco move- 
ment, local foods. And yeah, if you don't like it, 
she'll kill ya." 

It's a struggle for Jiro because "he just wants to 
make sushi," Foss adds. "So basically he deals with 
these two gangs in order to allow himself the peace 
and the space to perfect his art. 

"Which I think is beautiful." 



Many people will hear of Get Jiro and immedi- 
ately connect it with the recently released documen- 
tary Jiro Dreams of Sushi. The film tells the story 
of 85 -year-old Jiro Ono, a sushi chef considered by 
many to be the best in the world. 

However, Bourdain, who has eaten at Ono's res- 
taurant, says the timing of the two pieces was just 
coincidental. And the two characters could not be 
more opposite. 

"I mean, I think they would both be displeased were 
you to put wasabi into your soy sauce, but I don't think 
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Jiro, Jiro Ono, even provides you with that alternative," 
Bourdain says, laughing. "They couldn't be more differ- 
ent. Either physically or temperamentally." 

And yet, there is a certain commitment that does 
tie Jiro Ono, the restaurateur, with the artist behind 
Jiro, the comic-book character. 

First, while Foss will scale or flip scenes on his 
computer, he still does much of his work "the old 
way," by hand. 

"I value the spontaneous line," he says. "I know people 
who draw completely digitally and they're like, 'Langdon, 
you fool. Just copy and paste it.' But 
I can't do it. Even in Get Jiro, there's 
this one page where there's these four 
pictures of a man's face and they're 
identical. And I made myself draw them 

— well, I used the same pencils as a 
guideline — but I made myself draw 
them uniquely each time. ... 

"The reader can tell when they're 
duplicates and, I think, they're not 
buying this book to look at copy-and- 
pasted digital stuff. They want to see 
some nice, fresh, organic art." 

Second, with limited kitchen knowl- 
edge — he did serve in a local Japa- 
nese restaurant for a short time — Foss 
did extensive amounts of research to 
make sure everything he put on paper 
was correct. After looking at pages and 
pages of kitchen photos, he figured out 
what kinds of equipment to use, but 
then he didn't know how to place it all 

— to fulfill Bourdain's request for "the 
greatest kitchen in the world." 

In came Carlos Echeandia, who let Foss behind the 
scenes at his 21st Street fine dining restaurant, Car- 
los' Bistro. With notebook and camera in hand, Foss 
was allowed to wander the kitchen and glean what he 
could. (And, as one result, in to the book came Eche- 
andia's image, as a one-page bit extra.) 

On top of all the kitchen details, Foss had another 
area he had to research heavily: fish. Ask him how 
much he had to learn, and he simply laughs.

When Bourdain and Rose started seeing Foss' line 
drawings, they got both men's approval immediately. 



"He rendered food perfectly," Bourdain says about 
Foss. "It turned out this is a guy who spent a lot 
of time sweatin' the small stuff. You know, Ts this 
the right bottle of wine? Is this what freshwater eel 
would look like as opposed to saltwater eel? Is this 
what you would cook blanquette de veau in? Would 
it look exactly like this?' There was a lot of back and 
forth between artist and writers." 

Back and forth, and leeway. Foss says it's the job 
of the artist to figure out what's important from the 
script — graphic novel scripts are constructed simi- 
lar to a play's script — because 
not everything can be drawn. 
The artist has to figure out what 
the story is, where the emotional 
moments are, what the pacing is, 
and how to include as much as 
possible of what's described with- 
out losing the reader. 

At one point, Foss felt a page 
built on a fight scene could be 
better used to give Jiro "some 
pause." Foss replaced the fight, 
in a moment after Jiro is really 
tempted by an offer from Bob, 
with Jiro walking away and buy- 
ing food from a street vendor 
making authentic, original dishes. 
"Jiro finds his center," Foss says, 
which is seen in the contented 
look on the chef's face, as he sits 
on the ground eating a Malaysian 
sandwich dripping ingredients off 
its bread. 

So what's next for Foss? Well, it's his turn to find 
his center. 

"After doing food for 18 months — I love food, 
I guess — and kitchen appliances that have to look 
exactly as they look, I'm ready to freak out a little 
bit," he says. "And so I'm entertaining a script 
for almost no money as a result while I'm waiting 
for the DC people to give me something a little 
meatier. 

"I've got my eye on something with robots and 
floating cities, talking monkeys, and, yeah, lots of 
good philosophy and literary references."

Springs artist animates 
in international ways 

Langdon Foss' office is a small, wood-paneled 
corner room in the back of the west-side house 
he lives in with his wife, Megan, and their two 
young daughters. Photos and colorful drawings are 
tacked all over the walls, large windows let in rays 
of light, and a stack of line drawings from Get Jiro 
sits to the left of his desk, near a white, three-ring 
binder full of character reference drawings. 

Foss plunks himself on a tall chair, one lanky leg 
hanging off the edge and one pulled up near his chin, 
foot on the seat. He shares pages of his work on 
Anthony Bourdain's debut graphic novel — heavier 
in details than I've seen in many comic books. 

People have often described Foss' drawing, he 
tells me, as a cross between Japanese and Euro- 
pean comics. The Japanese influence is easy to 
identify, especially in this, a bookfeaturing sushi. 
The European element, he has to explain. 
"To me, it's very important that the characters, 
the figures, inhabit a space. And in a lot of Ameri- 
can comics, with superheroes, it's all about the 
figure, the human form, and its relationship to other 
human forms — oftentimes, separated from their 
environment. ... I thinkthe environmenttells as 
much of the story as the people." 
He laughs. 

"We're getting all Buddhist in this interview, but 
you can't separate the organism from the environ- 
ment, you know. One defines the other." 

In the case of Get Jiro, Foss adds, the characters 
(realistically drawn, another typically European ele- 
ment) are living in a city dominated by food culture. To 
him, it's important thatthe reader not just see people 
in the background, but going in and coming out of res- 
taurants and interacting with a variety of elements. 
He wants his work to feel three-dimensional. 

As part of that, he thinks deeply about his pre- 
sentation and using fresh angles — on a page 
where Jiro sits in the back of the car, the reader 
looks up at him from the automobile's floor. 

Foss says he doesn't see this kind of work much 
in American comics. Yet he stresses, "I don't blame 
them, it's hard. It takes time. And you know, it's not 
like I'm doing a monthly title. I'd never expect some- 
body to put that kind of detail into a monthly title." 

He's also approaching his work from a different 
head space than many comic book artists might be. 

"A few years ago, my best friend died and triggered 
these investigations," he says. "Got me looking at 
other things other than just getting published. ... 

"It made me realize that... art is not just something 
you do. Art is a way you live your life. ... Seth was real- 
ly good at challenging me, demanding that I become 
better and more excellent at every aspect of my life." 

With Seth's absence, Foss realized he had to do 
that himself. 

"I've been pushing myself extra hard ever since."

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Coming of age 

Born-and-bred Springs artist Erin Jones leaves for Europe with a bang

A young man in a hoodie and jeans sits solitary on a stoop, seemingly unaffected by the 
surreal red realm swirling behind him. He's focused on his palm, in which is embedded a 
small door that he's just beginning to open with his other hand. 

The image belongs to Erin Jones, a 21-year-old Palmer High School graduate. "Doors," she 
says, was inspired by her friend Shane, a musician who not too long ago struggled with his 
path in life, she recalls. 

"He's opening a door in his hand," she says, "because it took really investigating himself to 
choose the path he chose, which was music." 

As in much of Jones' work, mementos from a friend, gleaned from Jones' observations, get 
carefully translated into her style — which she describes as realistic mixed with "unworldly." 

"I'm always attracted to capturing somebody," she says, "capturing something outside 
their physical appearance." 

In many ways, Shane's journey reflects that of Jones herself. Born and raised in the Springs, 
the painter had a grassroots arts education, beginning in the Colorado Springs School District 
11 school system and blossoming through FutureSelf, the after-school arts education program. 
From the time she was 13 until FutureSelf shuttered in December 2011, Jones was there — as 
a student, a teacher's assistant and then a teacher. According to former FutureSelf executive 
director Amber Cote, Jones logged in nearly 2,000 hours of arts instruction there. 

"In the years since Erin discovered herself as an artist," Cote writes in an e-mail, "she has 
been driven like no other artist I know — her passion to learn, create art and share it with 
others is astonishing." 

Two years ago, FutureSelf gifted Jones a class with Brett Andrus, a local artist who teach- 
es in the galleries he co-owns and curates. There she had an "epiphany," in painting in oil.

Today, her art speaks for itself in group efforts at Andrus' 
Modbo and S.P.Q.R. galleries, the blacKiowa Gallery, and 
even the Colorado Springs Fine Arts Center. And she's slated 
for even more improvement and inspiration after four months 
in Italy and Greece, studying at the exclusive Aegean Center 
for the Fine Arts. 

Only 20 to 24 people worldwide are chosen to participate 
each summer. Applicants aren't vetted purely on artistic 
talent, but also, as Jones says, "how much the experience 
could benefit your life." 

The Aegean Pursuit, her second solo exhibit, is a fundraiser for her tuition, and charts her jour- 
ney through oil painting, beginning with early, rougher efforts all the way up to the more ambitious 
and technically advanced new pieces. Atthe opening, Ormao Dance Company repertory member 
Oksana Kuzma will perform a work inspired by "Doors" with the senior repertory troupe, and 
members of the student outreach program atthe Colorado Springs Conservatory will sing. 

It's all a loving homage to one of the scene's youngest stars, who is still painting away, this 
time in a series based on personal attachment to material objects. It's a timely subject, given 
Jones' need to downsize before going overseas for the first time. 

"I've mostly just been really been craving a life experience that will be really inspiration- 
al," she says. "Because I've been here my whole life and I've always wanted to do something 
really intense and really pursue art in a big way."

A new exhibit mixes children's toys with adult sensibilities 

They're supposed to make you laugh. 
That's the point of the exhibit Women Who Play With Dolls, opening at Commonwheel 
Artists Co-op as part of Manitou Springs' Third Friday this week. 

Belinda Chambers made a doll with some friends as an impromptu activity during a girls 
getaway. It made her think about the roles that dolls play for children, showing them how to 
take care of something. It also forced her beyond her usual jewelry-making and into a less 
serious art form. 

"You laugh at things you make, and you continue to giggle about them throughout the 
night," she says. 

Last year Chambers took it a step further, when friends and fellow Commonwheel artists 
Kathy Brega and Caron O'Neil discussed creating a doll exhibit. Now the three have their 
wares on Commonwheel's shelves for the playful show. 

Brega's experience in making dolls started by wrapping fabric around a twig. But

The Powers Boulevard crowds pack BooDad's, but 
it's probably more for the sand than the sandwiches

Knocking the food at BooDad's 
almost seems unfair, because 
it's really not the point of the 
place. When, on our first visit, we 
encountered a lot so packed with 
cars we had to go find some space 
in a dirt patch, it wasn't because 
the Cajun-inspired menu had bon 
vivants clamoring for a table; we 
actually could have sat anywhere in 
the restaurant. It's because there's 
more to the menu than meat. 




The Bayou Burger looks pretty enough, and talks a 
good game, but Jails to deliver its promised flavors. 



For instance, you might describe 
the most sought after offerings at 
the eastern "beach house" like this: 
beer, including stuff from Firestone 
Walker and New Belgium brewing 
companies, is the appetizer; volley- 
ball, and the 2,000 tons of sand it's 
played on, is the main course; and 
beefcake — lots and lots of beef- 
cake — is what's for dessert. 

Of course, it's long been this way 
in these parts. Whether you called 
the rebooted spot Sharkey's, or Por- 
ky's or Oscar's East, you came for 
the pits and you stayed for the pints. 
Throw in the patios, outdoor bar and 
contained fires, and 5910 Omaha 
Blvd. has always made for a hell of a 
place to spend a summer night. 

But, fair or not, it's not a great 
place to eat — though it is a great 

place to see a

good concept that 
needs some tight- 
ening up. 

For instance, 
service was very 
spotty on both 
visits, includ- 
ing one time where we waited for 
a half-hour at the end of a meal 
for a melted and mushy bananas 



Foster ($5.95), and never saw the 
second dessert we ordered. On the 
food side, we watched the optional 
cheese sauce that comes with the 
otherwise textbook tater tots ($3.95, 
plus 50 cents) completely solidify 
shortly after it was dropped off. 

Another time, we were warned 
by our server that, despite the color 
of the fish and chips ($7.95), they 
were not burned. Disclaimer be 
damned: That cod was burned, with 

the batter clinging to 
the fish like a sticky 
shell. 
I More: the B's 
Pasta, with overdone 
M chicken ($8.95), 
came coated in 
completely tasteless 
alfredo, with no kick 
save for its sun-dried 
tomatoes; the etouf- 
fee ($9.95) got props 
for its noticeable 
back-end heat and 
fluffy rice, but acted 
more like a thick, 
lukewarm gravy 
flecked with little 
bits of crawfish; and 
the bacon-wrapped 
shrimp ($9.95) 
crunched with fried 
joy, but wanted for any depth except 
the vinegar bite of wing sauce it 
was dipped in. 

Lack of promised flavor was a 
big thing. Besides the aforemen- 
tioned, even the Bayou Burger 
($9.95) — a "Vi lb of Creole sea- 
soned Angus beef topped with fried 
shrimp and crispy fried onions and 
smothered in BooSauce" — tasted 
like nothing so much as a nicely 
cooked hamburger on a good, 
chewy telera roll. The shrimp and 
onions were present in name only, 
and hell if I could taste any of the 
restaurant's remoulade. 

There was some hope, though: 
The shrimp and corn bisque ($3.95) 
and French Quarter Onion Soup 
($2.95) were both great, though the 
latter' s liquid was entirely sucked 
up by its bread, and the shrimp po- 
boy ($8.95) popped hot and fresh. 
As well, the muffaletta ($9.95), on 
a dense, crusty roll, held its own, 
even if the olive-salad-to-deli-meat 
ratio swung the wrong direction. 

Ultimately, I say you bump up 
the beer, set the table with what is 
working and spike much of the rest.

Were it not for a posted "Ministry Philosophy for 225"

A giant, chocolate-covered 
coconut macaroon is my favorite treat, followed by a 
white chocolate-cranberry gluten-free cookie and moist 
banana-nut muffin. A ham-and-cheese herb scone cov- 
ers savory desires nicely, too.

It turns out Manitou's a lovely place at 9 in the morn- 
ing (when breakfast at the Townhouse begins).

There might not be a better place to take all this in 
than the side patio at the longtime local bar (which 
now accepts plastic, incidentally). Off a breakfast menu 
served until noon, its eggs Benedict ($7.95) stands up 
pretty well considering several aspects fall down on the 
job: roasted-potatoes nearly ruined with salt, thin English 
muffins and flat Canadian bacon. The house hollandaise 
needed a zesty kick and was starting to break, but the 
eggs oozed golden gorgeousness with each slice of the 
dome, partially picking up the slack. — Bryce Crawford

Blast from the past 



*Rock of Ages (PG-13)

s Rock of Ages fundamentally 



OK, for the sake of argument, let's 
say entirely — about nostalgia? Sure 
it is. The better question is, how is it 
about nostalgia? 

If audiences are skeptical about 
having their past re-fed to them, they 
should be. The concept of the "juke- 
box musical" is, after all, built on the 
curious idea that somehow the warm 
feelings evoked by a song from the 
soundtrack of one's life can be evoked 
just as easily by a karaoke version of 
that same song. But the execution of 
that idea has ranged from the glori- 
ous Singin' in the Rain to the fluffy 
but inoffensive Mamma Mia! to that 
cinematic dose of ipecac Sgt. Pepper's 
Lonely Hearts Club Band. What would 
Rock of Ages do with the fist-pumping, 
lighter- waving glory days of "hair 
metal" and power ballads? 

The happy answer is, more than 
you might have feared. The tone is 
set in the opening scene, as young 
Oklahoma girl Sherrie (Footloose's 
Julianne Hough) takes a bus to Los 
Angeles circa 1987 to pursue her 
dreams of being a singer. As she 
thumbs through the albums and photos 
she brought from home, she breaks 
into Night Ranger's ode to innocence 
"Sister Christian" — and in a matter 
of moments, all of her fellow pas- 
sengers have joined in a crescendo of 
"You're motorin'." This is what it feels 
as though the film, adapted freely from 
Chris D'Arienzo's stage musical book, 
understands right off the bat: There's 
something goofily communal about 
these tunes, and you'd better find a 
fresh way to approach them. 

The energy is well-spent on giving 
new life to the old songs, because the 
basic plot is a familiar shell. There's a 
romantic angle as Sherrie meets Drew 
(Diego Boneta), a bartender at legend- 



ary music club The Bour- 
bon Room who has his 
own rock 'n' roll dreams. 
There's a let's-put-on-a- 
show subplot as Bourbon 
Room owner Dennis 
(Alec Baldwin) and club 
manager Lonnie (Russell 
Brand) fret over being 
able to pay back taxes. 
And for all those who 
recall the delights of Tip- 
per Gore's Parents Music 
Resource Center, there's a 
politician's wife (Catherine 
Zeta- Jones) mounting 
a grass-roots campaign 
demanding that someone 
please think of the children and stop 
this dangerous music. 

But most of the time director Adam 
Shankman (the musical Hairspray) 
cycles back to inventive ways to capi- 
talize on our collective familiarity with 
its songs. The first few bars of an obvi- 
ous song choice will begin — only to 
cut off before the lyrics ever start. The 
lyrics will start — only to be cut off at 
a point where the lyric itself provides 
the perfect punch line. The earnest 
longing of Foreigner's "I Want to 
Know What Love Is" underscores two 
characters stripping each other down 
and grinding away. In one of the more 
delightfully perverse readings, the 
REO Speedwagon schmaltz chestnut 
"Can't Fight This Feeling" unites two 
of the most unlikely characters. Kara- 
oke, this isn't. 

The film has another way of using 
something familiar in a new way: Tom 
Cruise. He tears with funky abandon 
into playing dissolute rocker Stacee 
Jaxx — spouting nonsensical koans, 
belting out "Wanted Dead or Alive" 
and generally embodying fame turned 
toxic. Cruise has always been at his

best playing smaller parts against his 
leading-man looks, and the level of 
fun he seems to be having is almost as 
infectious as whatever diseases Stacee 
is likely carrying. 

Rock of Ages serves up so much 
silly fun when it plays against what we 
think we know about its songs and its 
stars that it's inevitably a disappoint- 
ment when it turns in the opposite 
direction. "Juke Box Hero" becomes 
a big production number for Drew to 
shout out his hopes for stardom, while 
"Waiting for a Girl Like You" plays 
merely as a theme for Sherrie and 
Drew's blossoming romance. And if 
ever a song from the era demanded to 
be turned inside-out for a good skewer- 
ing, it's Extreme's ponderous "More 
Than Words," which is instead played 
almost completely straight. Add nudg- 
ing references to Michael Jackson's 
complexion, huge cellular phones and 
dudes with chick hair, and you've got 
another miscalculation of the creative 
value of mere reference. 

It's fortunate that Shankman, 
D'Arienzo and company ultimately 
have as much affection for creativity 



as they assume we do for the music. 
When it comes to nostalgia for nostal- 
gia's sake, we're not gonna take it. No, 
we ain't gonna take it.

A six-piece amalgam of outrage, 
bombast and incurable eclecticism, 
Foxy Shazam recently switched from 
Warner Bros, to the more boutiqued- 
out I.R.S. /Capitol for its fourth album, 
The Church of Rock and Roll. Pro- 
duced by Justin Hawkins of the Dark- 
ness, it's a decidedly retro affair, but 
one with sufficiently idiosyncratic 
songwriting and arrangements that it 
avoids sound slavish to the past. 

Meanwhile, the band's live shows 
continue to be the stuff of legend, with 
extraordinary musicianship and acro- 
batic showmanship virtually unseen 
since the arena-rock era. 

Earlier this month, I checked in with 
Foxy Shazam keyboardist Sky White

we've ever done sounds nothing like 
any other record we've ever done. So I 
think every record is probably a tran- 
sitional record for us. Because, you 
know, we write a record every year and 
a half or two, and we're very different 
people each time. So yeah, I'm guess- 
ing this one was a transitional record, 
just like the other ones were. 

Indy: What happens if you stop 
transitioning: enlightenment or stag- 
nation? 

SW: Stagnation. If you stop transi- 
tioning, that means you're not growing, 
you're not getting better, you're not 
challenging yourself. I can understand 
how a band can find a sound and stick 
with it, or find a cute little thing they 
do and just have that become their bag 
of tricks, but that's not who we are. 
You have to force yourself to keep 
being better and to keep yourself inter- 
ested. You know, the greatest bands in 
the world, they have these very long 
careers where they go through all these 
different genres, different sounds, dif- 
ferent feelings and emotions . . . 

Indy: Like who? 

SW: Like ... I don't know . . . like the 
Beatles. Like Queen. Like Meat Loaf. 
All these people who just had lots 
of different sounds. And I've always 
respected that in people. People bash 
on Weezer for doing a little bit dif- 



ferent stuff, but you know, they're not 
kids. It takes heart to do whatever you 
want, even if it's not what your fans 
are expecting. Or even Green Day . . . 

Indy: Yeah, for Green Day to still 
be writing songs about masturbation 
at the age of 40 would be kind of 
embarrassing. 

SW: Yeah, exactly. And it takes a 
little faith in your fans too, to be will- 
ing to go outside those boxes and see if 
the things that are different about you 
are different about them as well. 

Indy: You guys are famous for 
your live shows being kind of, um, 
extroverted. There are somersaults, 
cymbals tossed across the stage, key- 
boards being thrown into the crowd. 
Who would you say gets punished 
more onstage, your equipment or 
yourself? 

SW: Definitely myself. I can buy 
new equipment, but I can't afford new 
body parts quite yet. From the way I 
play piano, I've had tendonitis, I've 
also had carpal tunnel and tarsal tun- 
nel, I've had my head split open a few 
times, I've had my eye hit with a bass 
tuning peg and cried blood for a set. I 
can go on . . . 

Indy: Have you ever blacked out 
onstage? 

SW: I've definitely played shows so 
sick that I couldn't see anything, but 
still played. Like I was just seeing col- 
ors and stuff the whole time. I kind of 
blacked out, but nothing so bad where 
I actually just fell to the ground. 

Indy: Tell me about working with 
Justin from the Darkness on this 
record. I assume there are a couple 
tracks that stand out for you as 
something the band never could or 
would have done before. What would 
those tracks be? 

SW: Well, when we were signed to 
Warner Brothers, we had a whole lot of 
people telling us the way it's supposed 
to sound. We worked with [multi-plat- 
inum producer] John Feldmann, who's 
a genius, I love the guy. But he has his 
ways he likes to make things sound. It 
was cool working with him and every- 
thing, but each of us had to bend to 
each other's ways. 

With this one, I mean, it's Justin 
Hawkins! [Laughs.] Like, he made 
his career out of making pretty weird 
music. We'd go in there with just com- 
pletely nuts ideas and he'd just go for it. 
And every single time we found a way 
to make pretty weird stuff sound pretty 
cool. But the two that kind of stick out 



to me is "Forever Together," because it's 
a cute little three-chord song, and we'd 
never done that. And that's probably 
one of the ways that we grew up a little 
bit, is knowing when to not do more. 

And then I guess "Freedom" would 
be another one of those. It was a lot 
simpler than what we would normally 
put together, and we found a way to 
have the chorus to be pretty powerful 
and heart-wrenching. 

Indy: Yeah, there's kind of a fine 
line that you can cross where it 
becomes clever for cleverness' sake. 
The band Sparks always struck me 
that way. You might love them, but 
there were times when I just wish 
they could have dialed it back a little. 

SW: Yeah. 

Indy: Do you feel that way about 
any of your stuff, or do you feel the 
diversity makes it work? 

SW: Yeah, I do feel like the diversi- 
ty is what makes it appealing. Because 
we a re a witty bunch of dudes, and 
we're into a variety of musical styles. 
Like, I always try to write songs that 
are way too complicated for normal 
people to like. 

Indy: Just like Primus. 

SW: When I was a kid I was writ- 
ing songs in time signatures that you 
needed a calculator to figure out. So 
I've been trying to back off that stuff a 
little bit. Because I've got vocalists that 
can actually sing, and can write words 
that are touching and appealing. 

Indy: Yeah, Primus doesn't have 
any of those things. 

SW: Yeah, exactly. [Laughs.] 

Indy: There's a lot on the new 
album that reminds me of early 
Queen, of course, but "Holy Touch" 
struck me as sounding kind of like 
Meat Loaf, while the backing vocals 
on "Too Late Baby" remind me of 
Slade, which I mean as a compli- 
ment. What is it about '70s excess 
that attracts you guys? 

SW: We definitely love the entire 
'70s rock and roll movement. The 
concept of rock and roll now means 
something kind of trite and kind of 
unintelligent. But back then, it feels 
like bands put more soul and passion 
into it. We're definitely all about doing 
creative and ridiculous stuff, being as 
eccentric looking or sounding as we 
feel like. And that's a period of time 
where that kind of existed in multitude.

Over the course of three Top 10 
albums, Taking Back Sunday 
always managed to put on a happy 
face — at least publicly 




and the 2006 follow-up, Louder Now. 

So it was pretty unexpected when, 
in the spring of 2010, the three remain- 
ing original members of Taking Back 
Sunday — singer Adam Lazzara, 
guitarist Eddie Reyes and drummer 
Mark O'Connell — sacked guitarist 
Fazzi and bassist Matt Rubano. 

Even more surprising were the 
new recruits who would fill the 
guitar and bass vacancies — none

No need to dwell on the 2003 
departures of guitarist/screamer John 
Nolan and bassist Shaun Cooper. 
Everything was just fine, musically 
and personally, full speed ahead. 

Even after Nolan's replacement, 
Fred Mascherino, left in 2007 to form 
his new group, the Color Fred, Tak- 
ing Back Sunday barely missed a beat. 
Hooking up with new guitarist Matt 
Fazzi, the alt-rock stalwarts bounced 
right back with 2009's New Again, 
which proved nearly successful at 
2004's Where You Want to Be (with its 
breakthrough single "MakeDamnSure") 



other than Nolan and Cooper — 
thus restoring Taking Back Sunday 
to the classic lineup whose 2002 
debut album, Tell All Your Friends, 
had barely cracked the Top 200. 

The reunited band's self-titled 
album, released in June of last 
year, charted at a more-than- 
respectable No. 17. 

Now that the dust has settled, 
O'Connell is speaking frankly about 
those years without Nolan and Coo- 
per, and how things were going 
behind the scenes. "The thing that's 
so sad," he says, "is the guys that 
came in were handed this thing. We 
let them in our band, and their egos 
grew to disgusting proportions." 

"I've seen it with other bands," he 
adds. "People are nice when the band is 
playing in front of nobody, but then all of 
a sudden they go platinum, and they're 
walking around and they're being dicks. 
Don't go around like that. You should be 
thankful. You should thank fucking god 



every single day that you're not still play- 
ing in front of eight people." 

Taking Back Sunday suggests that 
the restored lineup does, in fact, still 
mesh, musically as well as personally. 
The songs are, by and large, hard-hitting 
and delivered with verve, as tunes like 
"Faith (When I Let You Down)," "Sad 
Savior" and "You Got Me" pack a sonic 
punch with grabby guitar hooks. Key 
stylistic signatures — the blend of sung 
and screamed vocals, and combination 
of aggressive riffing with ringing guitar 
tones — are back in full force. But the 
album also sounds like a step forward. 

"When we were writing this album, 
there was no 'Hey, let's go for this 
sound' or 'Let's try to play this kind 
of song,'" O'Connell says. "The songs 
just happened. The thing I feel like Tell 
All Your Friends and this album have 
that are similar is the fact that there is 
that same energy and emotion." 

That feeling is also finding its way 
into the reunited lineup's live shows, 
including this summer's Warped tour. 

"Having John and Shaun back, there's 
an energy with them two that we really 
didn't have with the other guys that 
have been in the band," says O'Connell. 
"Our actual real friends, instead of hired 
guns, are back in the band. So playing 
the shows now, we have a ball. It's really 
fun, and I think you can tell that."

Brandi Carlile has spent a decade enchant- 
ing fans with gritty vocals, stirring melodies 
and insightful lyrics most singer-songwriters 
can only dream of writing.

"\ have a blood disorder called hemochromatosis and I'm 
in for major lifestyle change," owner JJ Grueter tells me. 
"It's hard to own a pizza shop and not be able to eat pizza." 

But wait, the Triple Nickel never sold pizza. 

"I was using the pizza shop as a metaphor for drinking," 
he says. 



Since its 2005 opening, JJ's downtown venue has 
hosted touring artists like the Supersuckers, T-Model 
Ford, Hacienda, Kepi Ghoulie, Gringo Star and Antique 
Scream. It's also been a strong supporter of the Colo- 
rado music scene, booking local acts ranging from Edith 
Makes a Paper Chain and the Haunted Windchimes to 
Murder Hat and Fidel RedStar. 

"I have a lot to get straightened out before I sell," says 
JJ, "so it will be a few months before I even 
go forward with this." 

In the best-case scenario, any change of 
hands will lead to a continued presence in the 
local music scene, as was the case when the 
Rocket Room rose from the ashes to become 
Zodiac. Live music has been a big selling point 
for the bar, and it'd be a shame to see a great 
stage and sound system go to waste. Here's 
hoping the site doesn't get turned into a used car lot. 

In better news, it was greatto see JJ's band, the Nobodys, 
back in action at the Front Range PunkFest this past 
weekend. After a lengthy hiatus, the "Ron Jeremys of the 
punk rock world" have started playing shows again, and 
the enthusiastic reaction to classics like "Your Girlfriend" 
("When I look into those eyes/ 1 want to dive between those 
thighs") made it seem like it was 1997 all over again. 

Other local greats I caught on Saturday included the 
A-Holes, whose thrash-pop is as timeless as ever, and Oi! 
band 99 Bottles, who wouldn't sound out of place opening 
a show for Cock Sparrer. 

Also impressive in their own way were the Carnivores, 
a newish three-piece out of Denver whose set was more 
bluesy and shoegazerly than most punk bands. (Think 
Gun Club, Panther Burns and Johnny Thunders rather

than, say, Black Flag or the Ramones.) 

Extra points to the Carnivores' Brook Theis for her Hof- 
ner Beatle bass and to Randall Chambers for re-tuning his 
guitar midset — something rarely witnessed at punk-rock 
shows — making the distortion and feedback sound that 
much better. 

And last, but in no way least, my biggest recommen- 
dation for the coming weekend is the benefit for musi- 
cian Cliff Barvoets, 
the custom car and 
bike guy at Fat Boyz 
Auto Body, who's 
played with a ton of 
local bands, including 
Strychnine, Animos- 
ity, Dyemaniacal and 
Last Supper. 

Since late March, the musician has undergone a spinal 
tap, MRIs, emergency room visits and hospitalization in 
attempts to fight an ongoing medical condition that's left 
him bedridden with body tremors and muscle spasms. As 
is the case with many musicians who aren't stockbrokers 
or trust-fund kids, Cliff and his wife are without insur- 
ance, and expenses are piling up fast. 

To help out, Last Supper is spearheading an all-ages 
benefit concert with Hellrazor, Tree of Woe, Inelements, 
Goya and other bands at Union Station this coming Sat- 
urday beginning at 6 p.m. You can also donate directly via 
giveforward.com/cliff. Should be a great show, and best 
of luck to everyone involved.

Curses, foiled again 

Police couldn't help but arrest Ma- 
hogany Mason-Kelly, 20, in Jefferson 
County, Texas, after the Lamar Uni- 
versity student tweeted, "I still got a 
warrant in Pearland . . . Those pigs will 
NEVER catch me! ! ! . . . NEVER! ! ! !" It 
was only a traffic warrant, but Mason- 
Kelly "kind of put it out there, didn't 
she?" Randy Martin of the Lamar police 
said after transferring custody to Pear- 
land officers. "It's a pretty good theory 
that there was probably more effort in 
this case." (Beaumont Enterprise) 

Police accused Joshua Hughes, 25, of 
hiding in the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln's Love Library North after 
hours and setting fire to three books. 
Hughes was arrested after he called 
911 for help because he couldn't find 
his way out of the library when the fire 
started. The only damage was the three 
burned books. (Associated Press) 

Self-examination 

The nonprofit Pew Research Center, 
one of the most reputable polling orga- 
nizations, discovered barely 10 percent 
of Americans contacted for its surveys 
respond. That compares with a response 
rate of 36 percent just 15 years ago. The 
pollsters identified two big reasons for 
the drop in responses to its phone sur- 
veys: people switching from landlines to 
cell phones and caller ID. (Slate) 

Litigation nation 

When William Martinez, 3 1 , saw a 
cardiologist in Gwinnett, Ga., about 
chest pain that radiated into his arm, the 
cardiologist determined the man was 
at "high risk" of having clogged heart 
arteries. He ordered a nuclear stress test 
to be done in eight days. The day before 
the test, Martinez and a friend had sex 
with a woman who was not his wife. He 
died shortly after the threesome. Marti- 
nez's widow and their two children sued 
the cardiologist, insisting he should 
have had Martinez tested immediately 
or at least warned him to avoid physical 
exertion. A jury awarded the family $3 
million. (Gwinnett Daily Post) 



After the body of electrical engineer 
Paul Martin, 35, was found lying naked 
from the waist down in his Spencerport, 
N.Y., basement, hooked to an electrical 
device attached to his genitals, his insur- 
ance company denied his widow's claim 
for accidental-death benefits, declar- 
ing Martin died from "a deliberate act 
on his part." Amanda Martin sued The 
Hartford life insurance company. She 
lost, but an appeals court vacated the 
decision, declaring The Hartford's posi- 
tion "would exclude injuries resulting 
from merely negligent acts, even if the 
insured did not intend to injure himself 
— i.e., accidents. The court directed the 
insurance company to reconsider paying 
Amanda Martin's $81,000 accidental- 
death claim. (New York Post) 

Igniting outrage 

Citizens in Bishkek, Kyrgyzstan, 
objected after their long-time "eternal 
flame" was extinguished for five hours. 
The 28-year-old flame, a tribute to 
Soviet soldiers who died in World War 
II, burns in Victory Square in front of 
a statue of a woman symbolizing those 
who waited for loved ones to return 
from the war. Yevgeniy Orlenko, deputy 
director of the state-owned energy sup- 
plier KyrgyzGaz, explained the gas was 
shut off because the local government's 
unpaid bills totaled $9,400. After the in- 
cident was reported abroad, KyrgyzGaz 
officials re-explained that the gas had 
actually been turned off for mainte- 
nance. (The Washington Times) 

Infamous firsts 

Retired judge Jacques Delisle, ac- 
cused of murdering his wife of 50 years, 
was identified as the first member of 
Canada's judiciary to stand trial on such 
a serious charge. Authorities said Del- 
isle was living a double life and seeing 
his secretary when partially paralyzed 
Marie-Nicole Rainville, 71, was found 
dead at the couple's apartment with a 
revolver lying beside her. Delisle called 
911 and reported the death as a suicide. 
Asked if Rainville had mentioned taking 
her own life, Delisle answered, "It's a 
long story." (CBC News)

Medical marijuana news of the week 



Polls, funds are high 

Two big developments from the fight to 
change the way marijuana's governed: 

First, a June 6 survey of 500 likely Colora- 
do voters from Rasmussen Reports shows 
that 61 percent of those polled "favor legal- 
izing marijuana if it is regulated the way 
alcohol and cigarettes are," reads the sum- 
mary. "A ... telephone survey in the Centen- 
nial State shows that 27% of voters oppose 
legalization even with government regula- 
tion, while 12% are undecided." 

Though California's 2010 like-minded 
initiative, Proposition 19, was also polling 
very well prior to its eventual defeat, sup- 
porters of Amendment 64 were jubilant. 

"The vast majority of Coloradans appear 
to be ready to end marijuana prohibition and 
replace it with a more responsible system in 
which it is regulated and taxed similarly to 
alcohol," reads a statement from Betty Aid- 
worth, advocacy director of the Campaign 
to Regulate Marijuana Like Alcohol. "Our 
current system of prohibition is the worst 
possible system when it comes to keeping 
marijuana away from teens. It is driving mar- 
ijuana into the underground market where 
proof of age is not required and where other 
illegal products might be available." 

Second is the news that the amend- 
ment's opposition group, Smart Colorado, 
will be headed by none other than former 
2010 U.S. Senate candidate Ken "I do not 
wear high heels" Buck. 

Here's Aldworth again, talking to West- 
word on Monday: "Ken Buck has demon- 
strated over and over again that he's dis- 
connected from the concerns of women 
in this state. And what we've been talking 
about from the beginning of this campaign 
— ending the failed policy of marijuana 
prohibition — is going to rest on the shoul- 
ders of women in Colorado. And women 
are concerned about this issue." 

The Denver Post reported Monday that 
supporters of Amendment 64 had raised 
almost$2 million to date, while the opposi- 
tion has brought in some $15,000. 

Vindicated 

Faith was rewarded Monday as a jury 
declared Elisa Kappelmann not guilty on 
all counts of marijuana possession and 
distribution. The former co-owner of 
Southern Colorado Medical Marijuana was 
the only one in a group charged during 
2010's so-called Beacon Street raids to 
take the case to trial. That a case was ever 
brought against the former Hewlett-Pack- 
ard employee is something the jury never 
understood, says her attorney Rob Corry. 

"We did have the chance to talk to 
them after the verdict came down, and I 
couldn't answer the question," he says. 
"Because / never understood why this 
case was brought by the prosecutor, other 
than maybe to prove a political point; 
which I think has proven the opposite 
point he probably wanted to prove." 

District Attorney Dan May's office did 
not return a request for comment.

Evans defies her years 



Four summers ago, the sporting world applauded as swimmer Dara Torres un- 
retired at 41 to make the U.S. team for the 2008 Olympic Games in Beijing, 
where she won three silver medals, one on her own and two in relays. 

Now, as the next Olympiad looms just six weeks away in London, another 
American swimming legend has resurfaced, trying to follow a similar path. 

Janet Evans, who stunned the swim world as a 17-year-old in 1988 at Seoul 
with three gold medals, then took part in the Summer Games of 1992 in Barce- 
lona and 1996 in Atlanta, has been training for a year in her quest for an encore 
as a 40-year-old mother of two. Nothing is being handed to Evans, just as Torres 
had to earn her way back. Evans will join the nation's other elite swimmers, at the 
U.S. Olympic Trials the week of June 25 to July 2 in Omaha, Neb.

should concede to a new generation, 
Evans replied, "Well, if I swim fast 
enough, who says it's not my time?" 
She added that she's inspired by the fact 
that "at 40, 1 can come back and actu- 
ally swim with 17-year-olds and keep up 
with them." Seeing that, and hearing her 
on a radio interview sounding assured as 
ever, brought back a memory. 

I had covered Evans at the Seoul 
Games, where the lanky 5-foot-6 Cali- 
fornian had set a world record in the 
400-meter freestyle that would last 16 
years — amazing in that sport. But then, 
just two months later, instead of bask- 
ing in her victories, she was back in the 
water, here in Colorado Springs. 

One day in November 1988, 1 was 
invited to watch Evans go through a test 
session in the Olympic Training Center's 
flume, basically a treadmill in water. It 
turned out to be one of the most unforget- 
table performances I've seen in any sport. 
After warming up, Evans jumped into the flume, with sensors attached to her 
body and a mask over her face, capturing her breath. Slowly, the machine cranked 
up, creating an adjustable current. The athlete's only task is to swim against that 
current, which on this day was forcing Evans to swim at almost competition- 
level speed, with monitors checking her various functions as well as her actual 
swimming form. Already, her coaches and U.S. sports scientists had marveled at 
Evans' endurance, as she could outlast even the top men swimmers in the flume. 

For this test, which included short breaks to have blood samples taken, I watched 
in awe as Evans swam, maintaining her pace seemingly forever, and we also looked 
at a monitor showing Evans' heart rate. It eventually rose to 160 beats a minute, 
on to 180 and all the way to 198. The sports medicine people shook their heads. 
Nobody else could keep going that well, that long, with a heart rate that fast. 

As I wrote in the Gazette, one swimming official described the moment this 
way: "One ninety-eight. Folks, that's incredible." 
When she finally stopped and took off that mask, Evans couldn't stop grinning. 
"This thing is so great," she said to our group. "You swim so fast, but you just 
stay there in one place." 

Evans always liked training in Colorado Springs, usually at the Harrison High 
School pool where she would push herself to the max. Now she lives in Laguna 
Beach (south of Los Angeles) with her husband and kids, training daily in nearby 
Huntington Beach, while not giving up her normal family life. 

But she never stopped taking care of herself, staying busy as a motivational 
speaker. Evans insists that now she can benefit from being emotionally mature 
and psychologically stronger. Of course, having seen her up close in her teen 
years, it's hard to imagine how she could have it more together now. 

We'll see how far Janet Evans can push herself this time. But you get the feeling 
she's convinced that whatever Dara Torres could do in 2008, she can do better.
